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THE EFFECTS OF WAR UPON RUSSIAN TRADE. 


Brrore we enter upon the subject which we propose to discuss 
in this article, viz,, the effect which the war with Russia is 


likely. to. produce upon our trade, there is. one very important, | 


point to which we wish:shortly to refer, in connection with our 
commercial interests and the position which they now occupy. 
Mach has been said in Parliament and by the press in order to 
show the enormous advantages which have been derived from the 
delay which has necessarily been cansed by the negotiations 
which have taken place upon the Eastern question. It hes been 
shown that the military preparations of Russia were commenced 

in the month of January last. year, and that: if the passage of the 


Pruth in the moath of May had been treated as a declaration of 
war, neither Turkey nor her: allies would have beem prepared to 
offer any resistance to the progress of Russian aggression. It 
has also been shown conclusively. that the delay which 
has ocearred, and the spirit of coneiliation and moderation 
exhibited by France and, England, have had the effect of 
uniting all Europe, in one common policy, and of isolating 
the position of Russia. These are resalts the importance 
of which cannot be ever-estimated in bringing this un- 
happy war to @ speedy and’ suceessful issue. Bat there is 
one other advantage which we have gained by delay, and to 
which as yet no direct reference has been made, of such enor- 
mous importance to us asa nation, that we are prepared to estimate 
its advantage as in all probability to the whole cost of the 
war, To make this clear, let us explain the peculiar character of 
our trade with Rassia. As a.market for exports, ita importance 
is of the most, trivial character :—as a source of our im 

the importance of which cannot well be overrated, Russia is one 
of the largest. markets with which. we are connected. 
Bat our exports ‘80 trifling in: amount and our imports so 
lurge in amount, the: ‘is necessarily furnished from British 
capital. And theprivate capitals in Russia being so small when 
compared with the enormous amount of the transactions, it has 
from time immemorial beem the practice for the Russian honses 
in London to make cash advances to their agents in St Peters- 
burg, to enable them to purchase the produce in the interior 
and deliver it in the shipping perts. @ practice has been 
as follows :-—-The Rassian ports may be said to be open 
from. the ist of May till the beginning of. November, and closed 
by the ice from November till the end of April; it may, there- 
fore, be called a six months’ trade. Bunt as the great articles 
received from Russia are the produce of provinces very remote 
from the shipping ports, and as the transit of such goods is most 
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easy while the snow is on the ground, the operation of their 
collection goes on chiefly during the winter, with a view of their 
arrival in the ports during the six months of the shipping 
season. The wealthy London houses engaged in the Russian 
trade have, therefore, been in the babit of making very large 
advances in the autumn of the year to the native dealers in Rassia, 
whick have enabled them to proceed into the interior over thousaads 
of miles, with the means of g produce, and fulfilling in 
due time the contracts into which they have entered with the 
English houses for shipments during the following: seasom 
And it is greatly to the credit of the Russian’ native 
merchants, who receive these enormous advances without 
any other security than their personal honour and credit, that 
there has scarcely ever been a case known in which tha con- 
fidence thus reposedin them has been abused. These. advances 
are made in cash in St Petersburg, and are provided on the spot 
either by remittances from Loadon or by drafts from Si Peters- 
burg by the English agents of the London houses drawnon the 
latter, and negotiated on the spot, as the state of the exchanges 
best suit. From.the month of October forward to the month of 
May in every year, therefore, the Russian houses in Londoa 
have usually teen coming largely under advance ta Rus- 
sia; and which advances have been gradually liquidated by 
the shipments from May to October, So, in like manner, from 
the nature of the trale, our shipping engaged ia the Rassian 
trade has in former years been employed in the Baltic during the 
six summer moaths, and engaged in other trades for the six 
winter months. 

Now, with this explanation, what was our condition when the 
Russian troops crossed the Prath? What would have been the 
effects, commercially considered, at that moment had Eagland 
and France rushed into war? The most accurate calculation whieh 
we have been able to make, with the assistance of persons largely 
engaged in the trade, shows that at that moment the British 
capital in Russia, and advanced to Kussian subjects, was at least 
7,000,000/, including the sums for which houses in this country 
were under acceptance to Russia. Nor was that all. British 
merchant ships to a numberof many huadreds, manned by 
British sailors.to the number of many thousands, were at the 
moment engaged in the trade with Russia, and a large portion of 
them were in Russian waters and.in Russian ports. Lf war had then 
been declared, what would have been the fate of this7,000,000/ of 
British capital—of these hundredsof British ships—of these thou- 
sands of British sailors? As it.is,the time gained by negociation has 
brought home every ship and every sailor in the ordinary course 
of trade; and the whole of the 7,000,000/ them in advance by 
England has ben repaid by the shipments of last year, yielding 
an enormous profit to our merchants, in place of their being 
landed, in hopeless ruin, as they. would have been had war beea 
declared at the time referred to :—and of course it is needless to 
say, that under the cireumstances.of our relations with Rassia 
since September, the usual, advances made during the winter 
have been entirely withheld, and that no purchases on English 
account for shipment in the next. season, have been made. So 
that, forthe first time in our day, it may be said there is no 

of any description in Rassia belonging te. British 
su which can be seized or lost in the event of a-war. So 
enormous, then, im a commercial point, have been the advyan- 
tages of delay. 

Such, then, being the actual state of our commercial relations 
with Russia, it becomes of the greatest importance that we should 
consider what will be.the probable effect of so novel a situatioa 
upon our transactions with tiat eountry, and the supply of those 
articles which we derive therefrom; aud, as a secondary matter, 
apon our export trade to Russia. 

First then, as to our import trade. Without committing our- 
selves to the estimates quoted in Parliament by Mr Cobden, we | 
enti concur with him as to the enormous value of our import 
trade Rassia, and as to its primary importance to the maat - 
facturing interests of this country. We have only to name the 
articles in question in order to show the great importance which

The quantities of iron and copper are so small that they are not 
worth the computation. 

It thus appears that for the supply of foreign tallow, linseed, 
fiax, hemp, and bristles, we are mainly indebted to Russia. Of 
grain, wool, and timber, the proportions are not so important. 

In proceeding to discuss our ts of fature supplies of 
these articles, and how far a war will interfere with their arrival 
from Russia, there are two points which it is important to con- 
sider in the present state of the markets in this country, in 
Russia, and in other foreign countries. 

1. Such is the energy, activity, and intelligence among the 
mercantile classes in these days, and such the command of capital 
by those deserving of credit, thet every event and its effects are 
so accurately anticipated that, to use a commercial phrase, their 
influence upon prices is “‘ discounted” by speculation. Hence for 
months past we have had “ war prices” of all these articles. 
Tallow, for example, althongh the actual imports of last year 
were than usual, and although the stocks all along have 
been a average quantity, and continue so to this}day, yet, 
‘with the chances of war, the price has risen fully 50 per cent. 
—that is, from 40s to’ 42s the cwt to about 63s. Other kindred 
articles, such as palm oil and cocoa-nut oil, largely used for the 


same 
Other descriptions of oils and oil seeds have shared a 
Sintilar risé of price. These prices have now continued 
for some time. What will be their effect upon foreign 
markets’ other than that of Russia? So unusual a 
price is already promoting large importations ot taliow from the 
United States, from South America, from Australia, and will 
bring considerable quantities from other parts of the Continent. 
The palm oil trade of the Westof Africa, and the cocoa-nut oil 
trade of the East, have received an extraordinary impulse trom 
such prices. And everywhere the production of oil, which in the 
Mediterranean promises to be has shared in the stimulus 
oo high prices. On the other hand, both abroad and at |

Rassia, and to an uansual degree of “and suffering 
throughout the interior of that country, which must be > 
ated the longer a war continues. e articles to which we 
form almost the exclusive dependence of the 
which derive} an income from Gel age and 
which they are able to discharge the interest 
of their heavy mortgages, and on which they rely exclusively 
for whatever margin of incomes falls: to their own share after 
payment of taxes and other incumbrances. But the hundreds 
of native Russian traders, with the millions of British capital, who 
usually at this season of the year are actively engaged in tra- 
velling from place to place, purchasing stocks on hand and 
making advances on the next crops, have all disappeared; and, 
as a consequence, the prices of produce have fallen in the interior 
as much be w the usual rates as they have risen here. As a mat- 
ter of fact, then, we have very high prices in England, and very 
low prices in Ruasia. . 

In looking forward to the trade of the coming season, we must 
regard the probable circumstances to be, that every Russian: port 
will be blockaded, and that no Russian produce will be exported 
by sea. Such channels of communication will be all shut off. 
Bat at the same time we must see that the greatest efforts will be 
used by the Russian proprietors to turn their produce into 
money. The pressure of additional taxation, which will be 

tly aggravated, not alone by the war, but by the fact that the 
Boose revenue will be entirely cut off, and the diminished con- 
sumption under those circumstances, will make the nobles. _more 
than ever d upon foreign buyers. They will, indeed, have 
no choice. hatever sacrifice is necessary must be made in order 
to sell their produce ; and so far from the Government throwing 
any impediment in their way, it will obviously be its interest to 
promote the means of export by every. means in its power, when 
ports are closed. . 

Well, now, we ask the reader to accompany us to the map of 
Europe. The great ports at present forthe shipment of Russian 
produce are St Petersburg and Riga in the Baltic, and Odessa 
and Taganrog in the Black Sea. But it so pens that for 
hundreds of miles inland from those rts the country is 
barren, and produces little or , nothing. e great districts for 
production are those in the centre of Russia, Tambev, Penza, 
Orlo, Moshansky, Saratoff, Kassan, and others in the same 
locality, and those in Russian Poland ;—and so far as regards 
the article of linseed, a very large portion of it comes even from 
Siberia. If the reader will examine the position of these pro- 
vinces, he will find that they are all situated at enormous” dis- 
tances from any of the ports we have named. But the country 
being a dead flat in every direction, and there being little or no 
employment. for labourers during the winter months, the 
cost of transit even for hundreds of miles is extremely 
small; and to make it less, the transport of produce} is 
made also the means of removing the horses bred in the ‘interior 
of Russia for sale on the frentier and in the seaports: «Here 
we would call the attention of the reader to the fact that, 
taking together the distance of St Petersburg and Odessa 
from the great places of production by land, and then réferring 
to the disadvantages of their situation as ports, natural circam- 
stances would not have pointed to them as the best places 
for the shipment of Russian produce; and it has only been by 
the great care which the Goverment has taken to foster those |! 
ports, that so largea share of the trade has centered in them 
in modern times. But even so late as 1827 and 1828, when Mr 
Jacob visited the great corn-growing countries, the bulk of 
the best Polish wheat, which is now shipped from Odessa, was

Now, theo, we must ask the reader to proceed with us on the map 
while we point out the overland route by which Russian produce 
will reach large markets out of Russia, aod easily acces- 
sible, at very little more cost, in mapy cases at no more cost, that 
they now reach St Petersburg or Odessa. The two most easterly 
points to which railway communication reaches, are Warsaw and 
Cracow. To those two points there will be no difficulty in. bringing 
the great bulk of the produce which is now shipped from St Peters- 
burg and Odessa ; in many cases, no doubt, the cost will be consider- 
able, but the extreme low price at the place of production will amply 
pay for that. At Warsaw there are two modes of proceeding—one 
down the Vistula to D » the other by railway to Breslau ; from 
Cracow there is also the railway to Breslau. From Breslau a choice 
may be made of water carriage down the Oder to Stetiin, or by con- 
tiouaoce of the same railway through Berlin tothe Rhine by railway, 
or by the Elbe or railway to Hamburg. Thus we ‘have not 
only the Vistula, the Oder,and the Elbe, and the whole range 
of ports from Memel to Hemburg, but we have the extensive 
* stom of railways communicating with those ports, with the Rhine, 
p sing through Belgium to Antwerp, and communicating with the 
‘orth of Franer, offering great facilities for communication and transit, 
sod ail more or less avetlable for the trade of Rugsia. The system 
‘ailways, an entirely new element in those countries, is of more 


es. During the last winter 
*« have heard of wheat being brought from Silesia to Cologue 
by railway asa matter of choice, in preference to eva navigation ;—

many mia, a large portion of that carried on with Londoa 
and Paris is by means of the German ond Dn eae Ia 
short, it may be admitted, when goods are of value, the direct 
railway communication is cheaper than river and sea navigation. As 
an example of the cheap transit by continental railways, we have 
ascertained that flour has been sent from Paris to London, including 
railway and sea passage, for one shilling the sack. Well, then, there 
are none of the articles which we have enumerated which are not of 
so high a value as would well admit of transit byrailway from Cracow

course, in the case we are supposing, i will not 
be able to carry on this trade so far as Russia is concerned. Bat the 
houses in Breslau and Warsaw, many of whom are possessed of large 
capitale, and are remarkable for their energy and enterprise, have 
already, as we are informed, made anne upon an extensive 
scale for opening up and conducting this trade, and we may be as- 
sured that their efforts will be seconded by the Russian proprietors 
and the Russian authorities; while British capital will be immedi- 
ately available to conduct the transactions as soon as the goods are 
wi dasate + age _ territory. ae a eudenth 2 — do not 
anti the slightest practical difficulty io all the articles 
of raw material which we have hitherto derived from Rassia, and in 
quantities at lesst as large, and, taking into account the increased 
supplies from other quarters, even larger than in ordioary ycars; 
—and, so far from expecting any increase of price from the 
present rates, we are rather disposed to expect that the prices of 
1854 as a whole, while we are actually engaged in war, will be lower 
than they have been in 1853, under the apprehension of that calamity. 
With regard to our export trade to Russia, little is required to 
be said. At best it is not very important; buat a considerable 
portion of the British goods now used in Russia are sent by the 
stems of railways we have mentioned through Hamburg to 
ewes and Warsaw. The merchants in those cities and in Breslau 
have large commercial relations with Russia, both in contraband 
and regular trade, Withregard to goods of a bulky nature and of 
less value, vessels have already been chartered for Memel and other 
Baltic ports for goods intended for Russia. No doubt the poverty 
and distress consequent upon high taxes and very low prices for 
its will materially limit the consumption of foreign goods 
in Russia, and to that extent our trade will suffer. But when it is 
considered that of the 93,000,000/ to which our exports have 
Jast year extended, those to Russia are under 2,000,0002, any decline 
upon so small a portion cannot be perceptibly felt. But in relation 
both to our imports from and our exports to Russia, the whole ten- 
ony ae be, that the extra cost of transit will fall upon Russia, and 
will im the oue case be represented by a-lower price paid in Russia 
for their produce, and in the other by a higher price paid for British 
goods imported indirectly. Some doubts have arisen among our mer- 
chants engaged in the Ruseian trade as to the state of the jaw in the 
event of a declaration of war, and its bearing upon Russian and 
British ownership of goods. Of course in the event of a declaration 
of wat, all goods arriving in Eogland of Russian ownership will be 
subject to confiscation ; so all goods arriving in Russia of English 
ownership will also be Jiable to confiscation ; but in both cases this 
danger will be evaded by the interposition of a German agent or the 
subject of some other neutral nation. 
ln conclusion, we have only to recall attention to the enormous 
losses which would bave been incurred had war been declared when 
the Pruth was first. crossed;—and to congratulate the country upon 
convenient aititude which our commercial intercourse with 
Russia has now assumed, by which no loss, and very little incon- 
Venience, can be sustained. These considerations add to the many 
others which have been named, to show how advantageous has been 
the delay which long and anxious negotiations have afforded. If in 
those Negotiations we have been trifled with and deceived, at least 
have os the time to an advantege which cannot be over- 
estimate 7° 


THE EASTERN QUARREL. 
_| MISCHIEVOUS MISREPRESENTATIONS AS TO ITS NATURE. 
\Tr is anything but pleasant to be for ever travelling over old 
ey answering old objections, and exposing old misrepresen- 
ons; but when speakers persist in reiterating exploded fal- 
lacies, writers are perforce compelled to reiterate previous 
refutations. And when these misrepresentations proceed from 
men as eminent as Lord Grey in the one house and Mr Cobden 
im the other, we should be wanting in our duty were we with- 
held by fear of a somewhat wearisome repetition from once 
oe recalling our readers to a true conception of the real point 
at issue. 

Both Lord Grey and Mr Cobden are of opinion that we have 
been quite wrong in interfering in the Turkish quarrel at all. 
Both speakers admit that the conduct of Russia has been unjust, 
aggressive, and indefensible; yet both agree that we should not 
have interfered to thwart thatconduct. Russia has been very 
wicked, they say ; but nevertheless we ought to have allowed 
Russia to have her way. A great violation of the law of na- 
tions has been ventured on ; but what concern was that of ours? 
A great wrong has been done ; but our duty was to stand by and 
see it done. This is the sum and substance of the argument of 
both politicians ; but here they diverge. The statesman, as 
might be anticipated, admits that now we are pledged to detend 
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Turkey and cannot in honour draw back: Mr Cobden makes 
light of that consideration, and would have us 


round upon Turkey and coerce her into submitting to the

ought now to abandon her, for four reasons. First, that the 

iginal demands of Russia were so reasonable and moderate 
and so little in advance of her former position, that Turkey~ 
ought not to have offered, nor England to have counsell 
resistance. Secondly, that the Turkish Government is so weak 
that it cannot, and so bad that it ought not, to be maintained. 
Thirdly, that the great body of the Sultan’s subjeets wish for the 
success of the invader. Fourthly, that the fate of Turkey is no 
concern of ours, and that we should have left intervention to 
Prussia and Austria, whom it touches much more nearly. 

First. Werethe original demands of Rassia, presented by 
Prince Menschikoff, so small and moderate ? If so, why did she 
choose for preferring them the precise moment when the British 
Ambassador, long proved and kuown as the disinterested adviser 
and vigilant friend of the Ottoman Porte, was absent from Con- 
stantinople? Why did she threaten the Sultan that the. 
imparting of these demands to the French and embassies 
would be regarded as an act of hostility ? did she. 
transgress even the wide limits of diplomatic insincerity, and. 
proceed to actual, barefaced, repeated falsehood, in order to 
conceal these demands from the Western Powers? Why, but 
because she well knew that they were not moderate, not smail, 
not admissible ? Why, but because she understood their scope 
and bearing far better than Mr Cobden, in the unsuspecting sim- 
plicity of his mind, appears to do? Mr Cobden speaks as if 
all that Russia asked for or wished was that fair and equal 
treatment for the Christian subjects of the Porte which our own 
Foreign Secretary and Ambassador were perpetually urging. Is 
it possible that any one can really entertain this monstrous dela- 
sion? Is it possible Mr Cobden does not know—what the 
Nesselrode reading of the Vienna note might have shown him 
—that what Russia demanded was an efficient Protectorate over. 
four-fifths of the European subjects of the Snitan? Can any 
one, in very truth, be gulled by the belief that the actual de- 
signs of Russia were limited to her diplomatic p or are 
to be measured by her words? Does he imagine the Czar 
cared one straw about the maltreatment of the Christians in. 
Turkey, except as a pretext for his own incessant interference, and 
a means of establishing his own influence over them? Can any, 
one be ignorant, when he compares Russian interposition with our 
own, that ours has always been in favour of Christians of every. 
denomination, Greeks, Catholics and Protestants, while that of the 
Czar has always been confined to the votaries of the Esstern 
Church ?—that ours has always been dictated by motives of hu- 
manity, and that of Russia by views of policy?

The definite increase marked by our exports is a more easily 
comprehended .and satisfactory test of growth than the quan- 
tities of our imports. At the same time, it must be remarked 
thatthe increase in our exports extends itself over all articles. 
With the exception of silk stockings, the decrease in which is 
far more than compensated by the increase of stockings of other 
descriptions, and of sheep or lambs’ wool, which has declined 
because our own market been the best market for it, there is 
not a single article ia the whole list but shares in the large 
increase.. The important article on which there has been perhaps 
the least proportional increase is cotton yarn, from 6,654, 6552 in 
1852 to 6,895,4547 in 1853; andthe article which shows the 
largest proportional increase is haberdashery, from 2,074,180/ in 
1852. to .4,156,7002 in 1853. On cotton, linen, and woollen 
manufactures, on all the metals and machinery,{and on all the great 
staples of our industry we most wish to see prosperous, there is 
a great increase. This increase in our exports is attended by a 
corresponding increase in our imports, of which very few arti- 
eles, depending chiefly on the diminution of the production 
abroad, such as currants and cotton, show any decrease, Such 
avast increase of exports and imports is attended by a cor- 
res ing increase of navigation.

From the increase of Customs revenue from sugar, coffee, wine, 
corn, &c., the reader will be prepared for the statement that the 
total Customs revenue for the year 1853, notwithstanding «2 
reduction of duties, was 22,612,729/, against 22,187,149/ in 1852. 
On every side, therefore, there is prosperous growth. [t is not 
confined to one sickly pampered branch of seciety—it forms no 
wen, as Mr Cobbett, with an antique and a stronger attach~- 
ment to rtral than town life, was wont to call the metropolis—it 
does not stint and starve some branches of business to 
othersjan apoplectic plethora,—it spreads vigour and health and 
strength pretty equally over all. The community is growing as 
it never before, and, instead of being old and decayed, seems 
just awakened to a consciousness of its great and vigorous life. 
The vast extent of its imports shows how it encourages pro- 
duction in other communities; and the vast extent of its exports 
shows how much it contributes to supply their wants. Formérly 
it aspired chiefly to predominate in the quarrels of other 
nations, and exercised its influence chiefly by its navy and army. — 
Now, taking a more beneficent course, it is predominating in all 
the arts of peace, and, by its trade in every quarter of ‘the 
globe, is encouraging production, tending to increase wealth, 
to multiply mankind, and send forward civilisation with 
gigantic strides. Uniting the vigour of youth with the wisdom 
of age, it marches steadily, but swiftly and grandly forward, 
improving itself and others. 











INSPECTORS OF FACTORIES’ REPORT. 
A NEW DISPULE. 
One of the most striking facts in the reports of the Inspectors.of 
Factories for the half-year ending Oct. 31, 1853, is the great in- 
crease of factory buildingsand factory labour. Mr Horner, whose 
district is Lancashire, remarks, ‘‘ that the productive power in the 
‘“* cotton mills in my district has increased by 8,975 horses im the 
** last year, and to work that power we cannot reckon less than a 
** demand for 39,500 additional hands.” In the year ending Oct, 
31 last, 113 new mills have been built or set to work in his dis- 
trict, and, after making an allowance for mills given up, the gross 
increase in the year of steam power was, he states, 3,894 horses, 
requiring 15,600 additional hands. ‘These new factories were for 
cotton spinning and weaving, wool spinning and weaving, silk 
spinning and weaving, and for small wares. The conjoint report

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“had been made for information as to what Manchester was

At the meeting a letter was read, 
addressed by Mr Fairbairn, of Manchester, to Mr Horner, dated 
December 20th, apparently in reply to some information  re- 
quested by him. That Mr Horner first applied for information, 
and then disregarded it, has called forth the following observa- 
tions from a correspondent :— 


And let it be remembered that this circular has been issued a month after the 
receipt of a letter from Mr Fairbairn, C.E., wherein he stated, “I do mot see how 
it is possible to fence off the horizontal shafts of mills driving machinery, without 
incurring greater evils and probably more danger than at present exists by their 
being left entirely open.”

About two hundsed and forty 
persons decended in the morning, and about three o’clock in the afternoon 
the report of an explosion of carburetied hydrogen gas was heard at the tap.

THe Devonsaire LABOURERS AND THE TRUCK SystTem.— The judge of the 
county court of the Exeter circuit has expreased bimaelf very, strongiy opon 
the manner in which agricultural labourers are remunerated in Devonshize, A 
large number of actions have recently been brought by emali shopkeepers 
against that clas:, for groceries and other necessaries of life. In several in- 
stances the men stated that their wages were 76 a week, but that they rec: ived 
le 6d a week for house rent, and 1s 6d for liquor. In some cases, the wages, 
including liquor, amounted to Lis 6d and 12s per week, while in others the 
wages were 78 a week. The labourer, in addition to liquor, had the privilege of 
having balf a bushel of wheata fortnight, at 7¢ the half bushel, while the 
market price is 10s. The judge then stated in open court that it woud be an 
exceedingly good plan if farmers generally would pay their labourers in money, 
and if they wanted any liquor to let them buy it for what it was worth. He 
also stated that he was not at all eure that the farmers of Devonshire were not 
liable to be prosecuted for offending against the act for putting down the truck 
system, for giving part of their wages in cider.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
PRIDAY EVENING, 
The corn market was firm to-day, and sellers standing out’ for 


higher prices gave a check to business, and only smail parcels of 
wheat were disposed of. Purchasers had.to pay a small advance. 
From Liverpoo! the telegraph brought to-day intelligence of a 
rise of from’1d to 2d-per 70 lbs of wheat, and the market: in 
consequence closed very firmly. 

A better demand too was experienced for barley; the maltsters 
= to make. inquiries for it. 

@ arrivals at Mark lane in the week were not spoken of as 
large, and yet they comprise the following quantities :— Wheat, 
home-grown, 1,860 qrs; foreign, 12,770 qrs. Barley, home- 
grown, 4,130 qrs; foreign, 7,660 qrs, Malt, home-grown, 6,160 
q's. Oats, home-grown, 722 qrs; foreign; 6,460 qrs. Flour, 
home-grown, 1,870 sacks ; foreign, 4,660 sacks 20,750 barrels. 








The arrivals of wheat from the Black Sea and Mediterranean 
during the week have been 56 cargoes, of which 38 were sold on 
passage, 12 since, and 6 remain on sale. 

From Paris the price of wheat and flour. comes firmer 
this week, and flour there is quite as high in price as flour’of the 
same quality in London. 

From Amsterdam of the 17th, the circulars state that the 
dulness of the English and French markets had not caused any 
decline there ; on the contrary, there was a demand for rye, which 
rose in priee from 4f to 6f, and at that price a good 
trade was carried on. Wheat remained steady. 

The markets at Antwerp were dull on the 18th, and no trans- 
actions in wheat oceurred worthy of notice. At Hamburg to the 
18th the market remained perfectly quiet. At Stettin, on the 
18th it was difficult to transact business, but prices were fifm. 

From Cologne of the 20th it is stated that business there was 
almost confined to purchasing rye for delivery in May, as at that 
time an active demand for consumption and export was expected, 
and for such deliveries prices of wheat rose from 1-12 to 1-6 of a 
thaler. There being numerous orders, however, to sell for de- 
livery both in March and May, the market became flat, and the 
price went back } of a thaler, In wheat little was doing, bat con- 
siderable quantities had accumulated at Cologne in consequence of 
the navigation having been stopped for ten weeks,.and the March 
term was looked forward to with some anxiety, as likely to effect 
the price of wheat there very mucb. 

There has not been much: activity in Mineing lane this week. 
The market for sugar has been good, the sales tolerabty exten- 
sive, and the price 6d higher for most sorts of sugar. The 
wants of the trade compelling purchases, and the comparative 
smal! supply, have led to an improved market for the sellers. 

Coffee has gonethe other way, and native Ceylon is 6d lower, 
with business not extensive. Only private sales have been 
effected. When offered publicly tae price has not been con 
sidered sufficient, and it has been withdrawn. 

Rice, too, has-deelined somewhat, and most of that: publicly 
offered was bought in, A. few lots of Carolina of good qnatity 
sold for 25s, but the remainder was bought iu at 243 6d. The 
market closed weak and dull to-day. 

For saltpetre the demand has been animated this week, and the 
prices have advanced from 6d to 9d per cwt, and large transac- 
tions have taken place. Good qualities have brought: 36s to 
36s 3d. British refined has advanced to 40s. 

The tea market, which was firm last week, with con- 
siderable transactions, has been active this week. On 
Thursday, public. sales, comprising 20,364 packages, took 
place; ofthese 13,800 passed the hammer, 4,300 only 
being sold without. material alteration in prices; » al 
though the biddings were dull. Ordinary congou sold at 1s; 
middling from 1s 23d to’ 1s 24d; pouchong, 1s 04d tors Od ; 
common souchong, 1s 2}d.to 1s 24d. The sales were concluded 
this morning: of 6,564 packages of congou, offered with all fautts, 
which remained, 6,170 were sold at fuli prices: middling congon, 
in half-chests, bringing 1s 2}d to 1s 2}d ; good, 1s 53d to 1s 644; 
and fine, is 74d to 1s 10}d. Duty was paid at this port during 
the week ended 16thinstant ow 390)878 Ibs, against 624,663 lbs 
in the corresponding period last year. 

The sales of colonial wool are going on very steadily, and full 
prices are obtained for good qualities, 

The. public sales of silk, Mr Eaton states, “‘have gone off more 
heavily than usual, the attendance of the trade being moderate. 
In Chinas the best qualities were taken in at about previous rates, 
and the bulk of the other sorts:at a reduction. Some few parcels, 
however, of Tsatlees, of middling to good fair quality, were’ sold, 
from 14s 6d to 16s 1d, being, about 1s to 1s 6d under recent 
prices. Bengals were very much neglected, the quality generally 
being inferior. The operations duriog the week by private-con- 
traet have been unprecedentedly small.” 

Although the transactions in the Liverpool cotton market during 
the present week have been on a rather more limited scale thu 
the Jast, still the the sales reach 40,000 bales, of which 32,000 
bales: have been secured by the trade, 5,000 bales by specula- 
tors, and the remaining 3,000 bales by exporters. Middling 
American cottons are reduced 1-16d per lb ; for all other qualities 
and descriptions of cotten, the quotations remain unchanged. 
By the last American accounts received this week the 
deficiency in the receipts is reported as 625,000 bales, being 
greater than by the last returns. The most important 
news, however, brought by this mail is the continued 
falling off in the shipments to thiscouatry : sincethe 1s Septembert 
the decrease as compared with last season amounts to 413,000 
bales. Mostestimates of the crop began tobe reduced, people 
considering that such large deficiency ought not to be attributable 
to local causes alone, but that the crop would not finally yield the 
quantity originally supposed. Although these accounts must be 
read favourable for holders, stili the apprehensious of war make 
buyers more cautious in their operations, and importers and 
holders more eager sellers. In this market the sales reach 1,550 
bales, and iuclude 900 bales Madras, and 800 bales Sarat. 
Some of the latter comprised lower cotton than nad ever before 
been seen, and which realised only 14d and 2d per lb; ia the 
better qualities there is no quotable change. 
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The transactions in the oil and seeds markets have been limited, 
from the baneful influence exerted by the Eastern question.
